‘whers the (nfluenca of the ehurch for gond
would be Inoreassd moany fold Hut 1t s
only a dream of the future now, and 1T am
satinfled that wa ~an do nothung in Linenin
at the present. Peopls thirk too much of
thelr churches and creeds to join wilh
other aresds and churches, #o | Fuppose wo
will have to go along an we ars”

Waeore the consolldation of the smaller
ohurches In ldnooin (o hecome a realily
It Ia bolleved that it woull be the wedge
that would open up a dissusslon of the
union of churchea In all #tles of the eoun-
try and In timn would mean the wiping out
of mectarianism alogether, and aos one
miininter romarked this morning: “Wo
would be an the lLorl Intendad us to be, one
fold and one Bhephe~d.™

The more liberal preachers here greatly
mgrot tho Inability of the smaller congregas
tlana to mee that thay woull Le beneflted
by the consolidation. They assert it would
moan & saving to avery member of the flock
and that 1t would m=an the tenring duwn nf
pmall bulldings and the erestion of good,
rubstantinl churches nnd above ali 1 would
mean able, educated and experienced
preachers to teazh (hem. The matter In
not to rest yet awlille and ths seed of
conmolidation that has heen sown Is ex-
pooted to bear fruit, at Teast thnt is what
those In favor of (tha move Lellave.

Bome there are ners who profess to be-
llave they ses in the azitdtion ths doom of
pootarianism and the ulter sverthrow of
thelr long establinhed churches, which Is
more than they can bear, and consequently
would fight the move to the Iast ditel. The
matter will in ail probability Le agaln
talked over at the ministerinl meeting to
be held Monday and a campalgn of educa~
tien may be started that will brivg abeut
the deaired end.

Legal Authorities Differ,

Legnl authorities are not agreed as to
whother the regents of the Htate university
have a right to furnish the students of
that Institution text books nt cost, with-
out the legialature having made a specifio
approprintion for that purposs. Bome
profess to belleve that the money in the
temporary university fund could not be

used for thin purpose even If the
law does say It oan be usod
for any university mneed If the re-

gents dealre to use |t Others say that
na one would ohject If the regents used
money out of this fund and it would. be
porfoctly Jegul for them to do mo. Cthers
clalm that If the rogenis cared te devote
a litile time to the matter, and go to a
littde trouble they «could esecure these
books for the students without baving to
fnvest & cent by taking the money nd-
vanosd to them for the books by the
studonts,

The attentfon of the governor has been
called to the matter and an eflort will
be made to have tlm do something. Inas-
much as the regents maks their report
to him, It ls belleved that It s his du
to soe that the laws are carrlfed outl or
ktow the reason why.

That the students are helng charged too
much for thelr books thers s no doubt,
and If the regunts used money out of the
tomporary university fund (o stop thils,
thers would ba none to object save the
book dealers, and thelr profits have beon
so muoch during the -last few years that
their wall would not injure the outside
world, A majority of the students buy
thelr books and supplles from a eouple
of book stores near the univeraMy. These
two olores apparently have a monopoly
of the book business, One student sald
one of the professors recommended that
he g0 to elther one of thess book atores
for his supplles. When the student got
thelr prices and found that be could buy
the books cheaper In his home town, the
professcr told him that these two stores
were expecting to supply the studenis with
their Books and that they had gone to the
exponse of handling the supplles, and there-
fors ought to be patronised. This young
man, being new to the school, ald lke
others before him and llke others to come,
bought the bovks and puid the price.

Maoney I8 eallected and expended |
without pazsing throogh the treasuror s
hiands. Money ls sometimes spent withowt

boing reported to the bookkseper and tlius
it I& not accounted for. No cases of min-
appropriation of fumis have been folnd,
nor does the commitiee call attention to
these facts becauss of nny suspiclon Lhat
the Tunds are dishonestly used The comns
mittes, however, belleves that such =us-
plolon Is llkely to arise from time to time
an long as the financinl affairs are con-
ducted In this way and la likely to ruln
the home. Any susplelon on the part of
the pubile will tend to diminiah the strength
of the financial support of tha home. On
the other hand the committes holds that
with & mora representative man to vYouch
for the home and stand between It and the
ublle, that a larger support oould be ob-
ained, with a higher standard of care
once satablished In the home, with a larger
number of responsible employes nnd with
% lurger repréventative body to control the
home we belleve thiat the public support
of the home could bo ®0 increased as to
warrant the Inereased expenditures which
a higher standard would require. The com-
mittee, therefore, having in mind only the
future weifare of the home, makes ihe
recommendation that new artidles of in-
corporation be adopted providing as fol-
fown:

One Nemedy for Errorns,

Tor a board of twonty-five trusatees (o
be divided into groups of five, five to be
elected ench year to serve flve years, The
original number ta be named in the articles
of i{ncorporation and to be selected Jolntly
by Mr. Helner and the undersigned com-
mittae,

The board of tristees shinll meet quar-
terly and special meetings shall be called
nt the request of thres members and eoloct
a president, vice president, seoreinry and
troasurer, and an executive committes of
five. who shall have sontrol of the home
subject to the direction of the board of
trustees, All funds collected shull pass
through the hands of the treasurer, and
ha shall publish an annunl report of the
names of all contributors and the amount

contributed, give the detalls of the ex-
penditures,

The executlve committes shall inspeot
lha‘ahome m?uently and publish a de-
tai’sd report of iis work for general circu-
lation.

nelusion the committes wishes to
e:mnm?;ld the managers of the hame for the
readiness with which they have met every
request for information and express the
hops that the conferences that have heen
held wi'l result in an increased Influence
of the home.

October 1 the hunting season opens and
from the reports of the abundunce of game
the woods will be full of shooters, Deputy
Game Warden Carter has sent out notlves
1o his specinl deputles to have them sea that
all hunters nre armed with the proper per-
mit from the state to kill game. From re
ports recelved at his offloe, it is apparent
that all over the stute where there s any
shooting to be had, hunters right now are
on thelr tip toes awalting the word to
E0.

The game warden expects llttle trouble
about the lcense guestion because of ull
the stutes In the union onily one has a
cheaper llcense feo than Nebrssks, and in
thia state Is to be found as good shooting
an thera {8 anywhere, For a nonresident
to come here and slaughter the regulation
amount of game it only costs him §10, while
in Wyoming It conts 300, and the huntoer has
to pay for killing the gulde. Partles going
from one county ¢ another are also re-
quired to take out a Hoense. This compar-
ison of the cost of the lcenses charged
in the varipus states and Canada will be
of Interest to the hunters:

Keffur'e neck was broken by the fall and
he was cut down In elght minutes.
Crime o Nevolting One.

The crime for which Jamgs Keffer pald
the penalty on the gallows today s one of
the most revolting In the annals of erim!
nology in the state of Wyoming. He erept
softly into the room whereln an aged and
almost deorepit man lay sleeping pence-
fully and not even dreaming of the fate
roon to descend upon him., Keffer at Arst
d1d not dedgy the crime, but sald he waa
under the iInfluence of liguor at the time
the deed was committed.

Kefler worked on the Carmody ranch
near Bruce, and old man Warren wans stock
tender for the Lander-Rawlins Stage com-
pany at the same place. The story of Kef-
fer's orime In Jdelail s as follows:

On the afterncon befors the killing Kef-
fer went over to Bruce, and whils there
drank several Umes, About 3 p. m he
started back to the ranch, and after look-
Iing after the stock there smtarted for the
camp of a frelghter known as "Scotty*
about a mila from the ranch, In company
with old man Warren. Scotty hud whisky
In his wagon, and all thres drank. After |
gpending several hours in camp both went
back to the ranch, and after doing chores
about the places both went to bed,

Slept in Same HRoom,

They slept In the same room, thelr beds
being in opposite cornera. During the night |
Kefter, who had not slept, rose and crept |
silently to the old man’'s bed. Turning, ho
crept noiselessly to the wall, whers hung |
an old double-barreled shotgun, which he
took down and loaded, Walting & moment
to see If his movements had been heard, he
crept back to where his vicilm lay sleeping.
Keffer placed the muzzale of tha shotgun
under the old man's chin, pulled the trig-
gers and blew his victim's bralns out.

No one was within hearing when ths deed
wias committed, and this Keffer knew, for
he went to work with the greatest of de-
liberation and rifled the old man's trunk,
taking & rsmall amount of money ahd sev-
eril pay checks telonging to the old man,
Hoe then went back to the bed, dragged the
body off ento the floor, and placed a rifle |
across the arm. When this was done he |
hastened to Bruce, woke up the progdetor
of the hotel and informed him that he had |
shot a man In self-defense, showing the
empty shotgun ehells as evidence.

He was at once placed under strong
guard and taken to Lander next day to
awalt trial, He was convicted and the
eentence was aflirmed by the pupreme

court.
